In answer to the recent question regarding the destroying of early Social Security records, I wrote a letter 
to the Social Security Administration and sent a copy to Congressman Beryl Anthony requesting that 
these records be turned over to the National Archives for genealogical research. A copy of Congressman 
Anthony’s reply is printed on the following page.

Dear Mrs. Turlington: 


Thank you for letting me know of your concern over the 
destruction of Social Security records. I appreciate hearing 
from you. 


Let me assure you, the information from original Social 
Security applications has been preserved. The federal government 
prohibits the destruction of papers or property, without the 
approval of the National Archivist of the United States. The 
Social Security office found itself overburdened with paper (they 
have issued over 345 million Social Security numbers since its 
inception), and requested permission to rid itself of old files. 
The archivist agreed, but the information has been saved on 
microfilm. 


Specifically, information from the original files is entered 
into a computer data base, and the face of the form is filmed. 
After the film is processed and reviewed for legibility, the 
original document is destroyed. If information is requested from 
these records, a printout is provided free of charge. If a copy 
of the original record is necessary, the microfilm is processed, 
much like regular film, and a nominal fee is charged for this 
service. 


Again, the information has been saved, it is just not in 
paper form. The information is now in the high-tech computer age 
and is preserved on microfilm. 


Again, thank you for letting me know your views. I hope this 
eases your mind on this issue.

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Petition To Congress By Inhabitants of Arkansas County 


{From The Territorial Papers of the United States: The Territory of Arkansas 1819-1825. Vol. 1:XIX, Compiled and edited by 
Clarence Edwin Carter, Washington: United States Government Printing Office, 1953.

{November 2, 1818] 


To the Honorable the Senate and house of Representatives of the United States in Congress assembled 
The Petition of the undersigned Inhabitants of the county of Arkansas Respectfully Sheweth That 
whereas by a law of Passed by congress of the United States Every citizen or their Legal representatives 
actually inhabiting and cultivating a tract of Land Previous to the Twelfth Day of April 1814 was thereby 
entitled to a wright of Preference in the Purchase of one two or more quarter Sections of Land and whereas 
a Treaty was lately entered into by Commissioners on the Part of the United States (viz Clark & Choteau) 
And the chiefs wariors and head men of that Smal! remnant of the Quapaw tribe of Indians and whereas 
by said Treaty the have retained or have guaranteed to them all that tract of Country lying between the 
Arkansas and Ouachitta Rivers below a line to commence at the little rock on the Arkansas thence down 
the ouachitta until it intersects a line to be run South west from the Post of Arkansas thenc along Said 
line to the Post thenc up the arkansas to the Place of beginning containing a Surface of nearly three 
Millions of acres fronting on the Arkansas by the mianders of the River upward of two hundred miles 
of the most rich and fertile Soil in the western county And whereas also by said Treaty the Quapaws have 
been allowed to extend a Shadow of aclaim over an immence tract of Country fronting on the Arkansas 
on the north from the Mississippi to [blank] And on the South upward of Six hundred miles and several 
hundred miles wide which in Point of beauty of surface fertility of soil commercial advantages and 
Superior Navigable waters (which intersect every Part of the country) May be verry justly termed the 
gardin of Louisiana, over which immence tract are scattered between ten and twelve thousand 
Inhabitants, The great bulk of which are Enterprising active orderly industrous citizen Now we your 
Petitioners Respectfully beg leave to State we are fearful the aforsaid Purchase or Pretended Purchase— 
calculated to mislead the general government and Draw a Shade over our Preemption claims—(Many 
of which the improvements are worth Several thousand Dollars) Therefore we your Petitioners would 
further State that we are informed that it hath been the Policy of government to circumscribe indian 
nations To their least claim but the Tract yet left in the possession of the Quapaws is Much greater than 
what they have on former occation claimed as. we are informed and verrily believe and that it Still covers 
two or three valuable improvements that they have no colour of Title to the said Pretended Purchase that 
their claim had been of a very recent Date Instigated by a few half breeds and Knot of Designing and Inter- 
ested men at the Post of Arkansas & St. Louis. We would also further state we are informed and verily 
believe that the indian title hath long Since been Extinguished to a great Part if not the whole of Said 
country, And while we highly approve the Benevolenc and librality of the government in Making Pro- 
vision for that Peaceable and inoffensive tribe of Indians, We Deprocate the measure and Protest against 
the unnecessarily lavishing large Portions of Public and Private Property on Savages while a total 
indifference or neglect is manifested towards their fellow citizen, and we your Petitioners Sincerily hope 
that Ere this Petition reaches the Ear of the general government we may be Struck off from the upper Part 
of the Territory and the officers and land holders in St. Louis or its vicinity have nothing to do in the ar- 
angement of our affairs Either in the administration of the Laws and the appointment of officers or 
Possess Power to Proscribe our organizations And while we regret the Misfortune and feel the injustice 
f Planting a Part of the cherrokee nation in the midst of our county (it being dayly renewed to us by the

loss of our hogs horses cattle and the Produce of our fields without the means of redress) we confidently 
believe the measures were carried by Misinformation given by designing and interested me Therefore 
we are far from Blaming or censuring the general government But only their officers commissioners and 
informants but much more ourselves for not making known our Situation And we your Petitioners take 
a Pleasure in Declareing our intire confidence in Wisdom faith and liberality of the government Believe- 
ing that they will not do nor Suffer an act done to their knowledge that will Destroy the Property or 
indanger the Personal safety of their fellow citizen that it is their wish that the benefit of a free constitution 
and the Protection of the Laws Should be equally extended to Every Part of the community. Therefore 
we the more willing Make known to you our greavances our Rights and our wants, And Pray your 
honorable Boddy that you will take into consideration our Doubtful and Disagreable Situation and grant 
relicf by Passing a law quicting all those who Settled on Said Pretended Purchace and made ImMprove- 
ments Previouss to the twelfth of April 1814 (whether on the north or South Side of the river) in their 
rights of Preemption agreable to the former law on that subject, And that you will also by a law Extend 
the right of Preemption to the inhabitants of the whole county of Arkansas up to the Present Session of 
congress and grant us such other relief as your wisdom may Direct is the prayer of your fellow citizen

According of statements made by him in reference to scenes he witnessed in early life, and still 
retained fresh in memory, he must have been at least 115 years old at the time of his death, though he may have been older, 
as he was well known to many to have passed his hundredth year sometime ago, he did not know the date of his birth.

Hon. W. T. Woolridge, former of this county, is a candidate for Judge of the 1 Ith Judicial Circuit. Mr. Woolridge was born 
in Georgia in 1858, and is therefore only 36 years of age. His father and family moved to Texas in 1859, and in 1860 they 
came to Arkansas and settled in Ashley County. He had only 4 common school instruction but having a good mind, he soon 
gave promise of a bright intellect, and after studying law under Hon. M. L. Hawkins, of Hamburg, now Judge of the 10th 
Judicial District, he passed a scathing examination most successfully and was admitted to the bar as a lawyer in Warren in 
1882. He continued the practice of his profession in southeast Arkansas until 1891, when he removed to Pine Bluff, where 
he has since resided.

Monroe, La., April 15—Yesterday afternoon, Henry Gulledge and J. O. Johnson of near Downsville, Union Parish, came 
to Monroe on business, and last night they paid frequent visits to different saloons and about 11 o’clock went to Ruby Dell's 
a notorious house, where Gulledge raised a row, firing his pistols several times, but only damaging furniture. 

The police were telephoned for and Policeman Haynie responded, but when he reached the place the rowdies had left. He 
came back and was joined in that part of Monroe known as Five Points by Policeman Biggar. There they found Gulledge and 
Johnson and started to arrest them. Gulledge drew his pistol and when ordered to put it up by Haynie, fired and shot him in 
the stomach. At —?— before this shot Johnson ran away. The position occupied by the three men was that of a triangle, and 
the distance between each of them was about thirty feet. Gulledge fired twice before Haynie fired and then Biggar took a hand. 
Gulledge then fired alternately at Biggar and Haynie till his pistol was empty, and he tried to reload the weapon, a 38—caliber 
Smith & Wesson, he said: Boys you have got me, and fell on his face, dead. Haynie’s and Biggar’s pistols were also empty. 
Gulledge was shot three times, once in the groin, once in the ri ght arm and one bullet entered his right breast diagonally and 
went through his heart. One bullet also went through his coat and vest, but missed his body. Haynie and Biggar used 38 and 
44 caliber Colt’s pistols of the improved pattern. Biggar was not hurt. 

When Gulledge fell, Haynie walked a few feet to a fence and leaned against it saying to Biggar as he started, | am shot; don’t 
let him get away. Very soon Haynie was taken to McCabe’s butcher shop, when after laying in a stupor about an hour, he 
roused a little and asked if he had been shot in the back. When informed to the contrary, he said, J am salted, and died. 
W. J. Haynie was about 50 years old and has been on the police force of Monroe about eight years, and since his first 
connection with the force has been considered one of the bravest and best officers Monroe ever had. He was a member of 
the K. of P. and f.0.0.F. Lodges, and will be buried by these orders tomorrow in Bastrop. He leaves a wife and thousands 
of friends to mourn his death. 

Gulledge was about 30 years old, leaves a wife and two children. He will be buried at Downsville. 

Johnson is being held in jail, awaiting a preliminary examination, it is probable that he will be sequitted at any complicity 
in the shooting, as he only fired one shot in the air and ran off.
